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 WHEREAS, entering the United States Air Force at the rank of Captain upon his 

completion of medical school, Dr. Boduch received additional training at Wilford Hall US Air 

Force Hospital, San Antonio, Texas, and then served as a Family Physician at Hancock Air 

Force Base, Syracuse, New York; and  

 WHEREAS, relocating to Tennessee in 1984, Dr. Thomas Boduch began his medical 

career here as an emergency room physician before establishing a family practice office in 

Kingston in 1989; and  

 WHEREAS, on January 20, 1996, Dr. Boduch was joined in holy matrimony with his 

beloved wife, Betty McKissack Voyles, and together they raised her two children, William 

Joshua Voyles and Elizabeth Marie Voyles; and  

 WHEREAS, an active member of his community, Dr. Boduch served as a board member 

of Roane County Habitat for Humanity from 1994 to 2001, seeing duty as Board President from 

1998 to 2001 and as Construction Supervisor from 1997 to 2003; and  

 WHEREAS, both a Tennessee Colonel and a Kentucky Colonel, Dr. Thomas Boduch 

has also been actively involved as a board member and treasurer of the Roane County Anti-

Drug Coalition; and  

 WHEREAS, a distinguished and resolute gentleman, Dr. Thomas Boduch exhibits the 

dedication to his community and his fellow citizens that is characteristic of a true Tennessean 

and he should be specially recognized; now, therefore,
